NOTIFICATION 

Customs 

New Delhi, the 17th April, 1964 

G. 8 .R. 637.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
11 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) and in supersession of the notification 
of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Revenue) No. 83-Customs, dated the 20th July, 1961, the Central Government being 
satisfied, that for the maintenance of standards for the classification, grading and 
marketing of goods in international trade, it is necessary so to do. hereby prohibits 
the export of Palmarosa oil (whether called as rosha oil, white rosha oil or red 
rosha oil) produced in India unless such oil has been graded In accordance with 
the provisions of the Essential Oils Grading and Marking Rules, 1954, made under 
section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1987), 
and is accompanied by a certificate to that effect from the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser to the Government of India or any person specially empowered by him 
in this behalf: 

Provided that nothing in this notification shall apply to the export of— 

(i) blended rasa oil: 

(ii) any parcel sent by post containing ungraded commercial samples of 
nalmarosa oil not exceeding 250 grammes in weight (gross).
